Geoengineering. 


Geoengineering is the deliberate alteration of Earth’s systems, but in my use of the term it shall 
primarily refer to the deliberate alteration of the Earth’s atmosphere, using aircraft to release fine 
particulate high in the atmosphere which is known as stratospheric aerosol injection (SAI). 


During the War Between The States, it was noticed that cannon fire would sometimes trigger 
thunderstorms. After the war, the U.S government engaged in weather modification experiments. In the 
1890’s for profit weather modification companies operated in Kansas, but the discovery of the Ogallala 
aquifer soon put them out of business. 


On November 14, 1946, while working at the General Electric Research Laboratory in Schenectady, 
New York, Bernard Vonnegut discovered that silver iodide could be used as a cloud nucleating agent to 
cause rain. 


During the Vietnam War, the U.S. military used the technology that Bernard Vonnegut had discovered 
to conduct weather warfare against the Vietnamese in an operation which was dubbed ‘Operation 
Popeye.’ 


Since that time the technology has been widely used in the United States both by the government and 
private enterprise. For profit weather modification companies contract out their services to various 
entities including water districts, utility companies, and ski slope operators. Other weather and 
atmospheric modification technologies have also been developed and patented. Sometimes the air force 
releases ‘chaff’ to prevent radar from picking up their aircraft. The military may also release fine 
metallic particles high in the atmosphere to improve over-the-horizon radio communications and 
perhaps also the efficiency of ionospheric heaters. Particulate can be used as rain droplet nuclei to 
induce rain, but if too many particles are present, too many droplets will form and none of them will 
become heavy enough to fall. In this case, a local drought will be induced and the rain will fall farther 
down-wind.
